Tha situation will he laid before the 
national assembly on "U'ednesday, and 
will be discussed so that the cabinet 
will be able to ascertain the, state of, 
public sentiment. 


."With experts' opinion and the as- 


sembly's attitude before it the cabinet 
will hold a final meeting probably on 
Friday and will submit t'he German 
answer -to the national assembly on 
Saturday for ratification.
